It is not general}- known that the 
Continental Paper Bag Gampany maim 
ain a first class boarding house for 
the girls employed iu the mill who- do 
not have homes in town We say first 
elass for that Is the feature that may 
have escaped the observation of many 
who know that a boarding house is run 
lit connection with the mill. 

This house is located on Oxford Ave. 
and "is in charge of Mrs, Katherine 
Colby whsv formerly owned the board¬ 
ing house next to this one. About 
three years ago the C, P. B, Co. en¬ 
gaged her to become housekeeper in the 
hen new house. 

The plan on which it la run is this; 
The company pay the girls a certain 
stint weekly and furnish each with 
room and board; The washing is also 
done for them and they are supplied 
with free stationery. The rules of the 
house are good and are enforced ip the 
letter. * 

The girls are not allowed to have uien 
callers and are required to be in the 
house by ten o'clock all nights but 
Saturday when the time is extended to 
eleven 0 ’clock. 

There arc 26 rooms for the boarders 
and they are all steam heated, carpeted 
and supplied with comfortable furnish¬ 
ings. Two girls in one room is the 
rule, ‘-At present all the rooms are full. 

The girls now boarding there are 
mostly from Bangor and immediate 
towns. They arc said to be a much 
better class of help than is generally 
found in similar mills. It is about 
ten minutes walk front the mill to Urn 
house. 

Mr, Wilkins, an experienced chef 
formerly of Boston, has been in charge 
of the kitchen for the past year and is 
not Only a first class cook but a high 
class man, the cuisine is conducted up¬ 
on epicurean principles and at the same 
time to the satisfaction of the com¬ 
pany. In the course of an average day 
about a, barrel and a half of flour is 
used and a bushel of potatoes and 35 
pounds of meat. We are pleased to 
make record of this very good feature 
of the mill business and hope the idea 
may find imitators in other places. Tho 
plan is capable of being improved upon 
and extended in such a manner that 
the lifts of a WogmcMSing girl would 
be. really attractive. The better care 
any person gets the better work he or 
she can de> ana the better eltixens 
they become. In the interest of com¬ 
munity morals no pains should be spar 
ed to relieve the young inen and women 
of a desire to gain a Hviihood without 
work. The first and best step is to 
surround the home of the worker with 
pleasant features. 

We commend the Continental Paper 
Bag Company for the good example 
they have set, and Mr, Hawley for the 
liberal manner in wliieh he has the 
place conducted.
